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Ten Cents 
Attempt To 
Save Social 
Security Bill

House and Senate conferees to­ 
day will attempt to salvage • 
bill that would authorize a 5.6 
per cent increase in Social Se­ 
curity benefits and, at the same 
time, extend the national debt 
ceiling so the Treasury can 
continue functioning. 
The measure was defeated 
Friday night by a stunning 190- 
185 vote that blocked the House 
from formally considering it. 
Without quick action today, 
the nation’s $465 billion debt 
ceiling drops at midnight to 
| 4qq billion. The actual debt is 
approaching $460 billion. With­ 
out the extension, the Treasury 
could run out of operating 
funds in little over a week. 
The necessity for immediate 
action forced Congress to vir­ 
tually abandon its plan to stait 
a week’s recess today. 
The bill the House killed Fri­ 
day, with Republicans almost 
solidly opposing it, was a top- 
heavy structure the Senate ha 
built 
by 
piling 
unrelated 
amendments on a House-passed 
m easure to extend the 
e 
ceiling. 
It included the Social Secur­ 
ity increase, 
effective next 
April, a variety of other wel­ 
fare and unemployment bene­ 
fits, and such unrelated m at­ 
ters as a revision of the income 
tax checkoff for presidential 
campaign financing. 
About half the cost of the So­ 
cial Security and related bene­ 
fits, estim ated at more than S. 
billion over two years, would 
have been financed by a pay­ 
roll tax increase. But Republi- 
cans warned of a presidential 
veto because of the uncovered 
costs. 
As they prepared for the new 
conference today. Democratic 
strategists worked on a plan to 
salvage most elements of the 
bill, including the Social Secur­ 
ity provisions. 
House resentment against the 
Senate for stacking unrelated 
elements on the original bill 
played a part in the defeat of 
the original measure. 
"We are being cynically ma- 
nipulated.” Rep. Barber B. 
Conabie Jr., R-N.Y., told the 


Chilean Army 
Revolt Ends 
SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) — 
Troops with orders to shoot at 
curfew violators patroled the 
capital today after forces loyal 
to Chilean President Salvador 
Allende’s 
leftist 
government 
crushed a revolt. 
Seven persons, including six 
civilians, were killed and 22 
wounded Friday in exchanges 
of fire between the rebels and 
the presidential palace guard 
and defense ministry sentries, 
who quickly snuffed out the 
rebellion that began during the 
morning rush hour. 
A state of emergency was 
proclaimed for the entire coun­ 
try, and Santiago Province was 
put under nighttime curfew. 
The rebel troops included 
about 100 members of the 900- 
strong 2nd Armored Regiment, 
the president said. They appar­ 
ently got no support from the 
of Chile’s 23,000-man arm y.

Hartke Alone 
Ties Up Senate 
Friday Night 
WASHINGTON 
(AP)-Sen. 
Vance Hartke, D Ind., proved 
Friday night that one man can 
tie up the Senate as he forced 
adjournment by threatening to 
talk indefinitely. 
Hartke’s main complaint was 
that the Senate and House had 
agreed on a compromise meas­ 
ure to cut off funds for U.S. 
military action in Indochina 
Aug. 15, instead of approving 
the immediate ban the Indiana 
Democrat favored. 
Declaring he wanted to "ei­ 
ther stop the bombing or stop 
the country,’’ Hartke opposed a 
move by Senate leaders to take 
controversial 
social 
security 
benefit increases off the meas­ 
ure extending the federal debt 
limit and place them on a less 
vital measure. 
After considerable discussion, 
he explained that he hoped to 
force Nixon to veto the debt 
ceiling bill and would only stop 
if the immediate cutoff for 
Cambodia bombing was re­ 
stored. 
Despite cries of "vote, vote" 
in the normally staid Senate 
Hartke refused to yield, declar­ 
ing "I’m in no hurry to vote. I 
have no place to go.” 
He ignored a plea by fellow 
Democrats John O. Pa store of 
Rhode Island and Abraham A. 
Ribicoff of Connecticut. Finally, 
at one minute before 11 p.m., 
the Senate adjourned with the 
issue 
still 
unresolved 
and 
Hartke still holding the floor. 
An aide said he would re­ 
sume his effort to block the 
debt ceiling bill today.

Opponents of bombing in In­ 
dochina agreed to the Aug. 15 
fund cutoff after assurances the 
President would sign it. The 
compromise was incorporated 
in a $3.4 bib ion supplemental 
appropriation bill sent to the 
White House Friday night. 
The bill substitutes for a sim­ 
ilar measure vetoed Wednesday 
by the President because it 
would have terminated spend­ 
ing immediately for bombing in 
Cambodia or Laos. The House

wreckage and vehicles; tran­ 
sportation of persons with spinal 
i n j u r e s , and emergency 
childbirth. Technicians will also 
receive part of their training 
in a hospital emergency room. 
Among those attending the 
course are the ambulance at­ 
tendants at the Todd Funeral 
Home.

The H00SIER DAY

THAT OLD DOUBLE STANDARD 
Ten and a half years ago a fellow named Victor 
wrote a book about President Kennedy that infuriated 
the White House, and more especially the attorney gen­ 
eral. The then nation’s top law enforcement officer, 
Robert Kennedy, sent Federal Bureau Investigation 
agents to “interview” Lasky in the middle of the night, 
and informal steps were made to deport him. These 
were aborted when his harassers learned that Lasky had 
been born in Brooklyn, despite his somewhat ominous 
sounding name. 
So far as I can tell, only a brief mention of this activ­ 
ity was made in the press, and none in Congress; yet 
it was a even more abusive use of governmental power 
than the burglaries of the Watergate, for it employed 
policemen in a perversion of power and not bumbling 
break-in artists in a clumsy effort to preserve power. 
Before that, President Franklin D. Roosevelt had 
used the anti-trust powers to extort a fortune from the 
A & P chain to pay off a son’s debt. Only Westbrook 
Pegler was bothered about this, and Congress certainly 
gave it no attention. 
The rise of Lyndon B. Johnson to political power was 
marked by dead bodies, including one man found shot 
in the back five times with a rifle. His demise was ruled 
a suicide. LBJ — and the U. S. Senate majority — were 
also intimately associated with Bobby Baker, but they 
didn’t choose to investigate themselves when he was 
revealed to have been a crook who made a fortune off 
his official connections. Nobody looked into the John­ 
son family’s federally-licensed gold mine in the form of 
a Texas television enterprise. This is regarded as in­ 
nocuous and unworthy of notice. 
There are all kinds of papers and rumors surround­ 
ing Watergate, but the chief complaint seems to be 
that the Nixon administration put too many people 
under confidential surveillance, or “bugged” them. This 
is why all our liberties are suddenly in such peril and 
why we must move with condign vigor against such a 
tyrant, we are assured by the pundits and commen­ 
tators, the moral leaders and political philosophers. 
OK, what about wire taps? 
In 1970, 1971, and 1972, the Nixon administration 
annual wire taps were lower than any since World War 
II, except for the years 1967 and 1968, when the sainted 
Ramsey Clark was attorney general. And in 1967, Clark 
tapped more phones than the Nixon administration did 
in any of its last three years. 
In one Johnson year there were twice as many wire 
taps, 260, as in any Nixon year. The Kennedys, regard­ 
ed as shining knights by the liberals, were enthusiastic 
tappers, Bobby even putting a bug on the telephone of 
the sainted Martin Luther King. 


You. will not find it listed in 
'brochures from the Department 
of Tourism, but Indiana is the 
home of the largest nudist 
camp. 
Naked City near Róselawn in 
Newton County Is so listed in 
the Guiness Book of World 
Records, both as to facilities 
and membership. Dick Drost, 
the 37 year old owner, was born 
and lived most of his life in 
Chicago. Some 12 years ago 
they visted Indiana as members 
of the Zorro Nature Park, a 
nudist resort since 1933. 
The former owners wanted to 
sell, but only if it was retained 
for use of the members, and 
Drost bought it some four and 
one-half years, ago. Located on 
some 300 acres, the resort has 
ils own spring fed lake and air 
strip with a 2,300 feet runway. 
Members are drawn primarly 
from states in the midwest, 
although there are some from 
Mexico, Canada 
and even 
Japan. 
Drost said: 
“We have 
members from every economic 
strata and every conceivable 
occupation. There are atheists 
and religious leaders, doctors, 
nurses, airline pilots and truck 
drivers. Family membership is 
$130 per year, or visitors can 
pay $10 a day for an unlimited 
number of visits.” 
Naked City, one of four or 
five nudist resorts in Indiana, 
is certainly the most elaborate. 
A gold, reflective, mirrored, 
round glass building houses the 
offices 
and 
serves 
as 
a 
clubhouse. There is an outdoor 
Olympic size swimming pool, 
and an inside heated 'whirlpool 
bath, two volley ball courts and 
a gymnasium. Jokingly, the 
Adam and Eve restaurant is 
said to have “absolutely no 
cover charge.” 
Open year 
around, there is not too much 
winter activity, although some. 
Advertised as the “World’s 
largest sundial,” an outdoor 
steel concrete and fiberglass 
platform serves many functions. 
Used as a helipad, roller 
skating and bicycle rink, it also 
serves as the platform for two 
annual contests. Miss Nude 
World « is selected at the resort 
for the first time in 1971, and 
the third to hold the title will 
be “crowned” on Saturday, 
June 30. At least 30 contestants 
are assured, alhough the entry 
list could go beyond 50. 
Drost told me: “I suggest that 
visitors come as early as 10 
in the morning for the 2 o’clock 
contest due to the traffic jams. 
Last year we had 8,400 people 
here for the contest. We block 
off our airstrip on contest days 
to use as parking facilities.” 
Celebrity judges for the June 
30 contest include comedians 
Marty Allen and 
Professor 
Erwin Corey, along with former 
middleweight champion Tony 
Zale. 
A second contest, set for 
August 4, will pick Mr. and 
Miss 
Nude 
America. 
This 
contest was started in 1969 at 
Naked City, and is “well 
c o v e r e d ’ ’ by press and 
*elevision representatives. Drost 
said: “Astronaut Walter Cun­ 
ningham, famous author Erskin 
Caldwell who doesn’t even make 
television appearances, and the 
ever popular Linda Lovelace 
will be celebrity judges.” 


I asked if there were any 
problem, s with law enforce me nt 
'Officers, and. Drost «aid: “We 
have quite a few members who 
are local and state policemen, 
as well as a few FBI agents. 
We are well accepted in the 
local community, and it is 
probably a good thing that we 
are here. Otherwise, people who 
have the terrible urge to tear 
their clothes off or to swim in 
the nude might be walking the 
streets of every little town in 
Indiana.” 
Drost observed: “Nudity, sex 
and obsenity should never be 
equated. People bathe, sleep, 
swim and. sunbathe .in the nude. 
The fashion today is for people 
to wear less in public. It is 
natural to have a body, and 
we are becoming more aware 
and 
less 
concerned 
with 
bodies.” 
Visitor’s fees are increased to 
$15 for the family or couple for 
the day on contest days. What 
do you wear or take off to act 
as a spectator? Anything, or 
nothing as you prefer. Drost 
said: “Spectators and visitors 
are not required to disrobe, 
having complete freedom, to 
keep clothes on or take them 
off. It is an inducement for 
people who are shy at first.” 
Famous attorney F. Lee 
Bailey is said to have com­ 
mented he could 
get any 
defendant off in an obsenity 
trial for disrobing. He makes 
sure there are both men and 
women on the jury, and defies 
the 
mixed group 
to 
find 
anything obscene with the 
undraped female form. 
After 
38 years,

continue, under sponsorship of 
other organizations. As a young 
boy, I fondly remember building 
and entering a car, so it is with 
regret that I note the changing 
times.

LEXINGTON, Ky. (AP) - 
Children have taken over 
t u r n-of-the-century 
mansion 
here. 
Mobiles and bright bits of col­ 
ored paper dangle from the 
ceiling, a vividly colored felt 
banner sails' over the staircase, 
and the smell of poster paint 
and paste is in the air. 
It’s the Living Arts and Sci­ 
ence Center, a place where 
children make most of the sug­ 
gestions about what to do, ac­ 
cording to director James' E. 
Seidelman. 
“They don't even want us to 
paint the ceiling, they like it 
that way,” he said, gesturing 
toward the cracking plaster 
roof in the attic. 
An energetic man in his 50s, 
Seidelman was running down 
the stairs of the three - story 
house with his arms full of 
dolls made from bottles and 
yarn. 
“I’m teaching a class in 
painting and I want to show 
them some things to get them 
loosened up,” he explained. 
“They’ve been so tight all 
morning.” 
The center was founded for 
just that purpose: to give chil­ 
dren an opportunity to “loosen 
up” their creative talents and 
learn about the arts. 
Seidelman is never very far 
from the whirlpool of activity. 
He teaches a class every other 
session, sometimes to teen­ 
agers, other times to kindergar­ 
ten age children. 
H i s 
office, 
occasionally 
•strewn with stuffed animals, is 
always open to the children. 
The center relies on dona­ 
tions for the bulk of its mate­ 
rials', and gifts range from, 
slacks of discarded egg cartons 
and wooden spools to shelves of 
fabric from a dress shop that 
went out of business. 
“We’re hoping to set up a su­ 
permarket in the attic,” ex­ 
plains Susannah Ward, a staff 
member. She envisions the 
“market” as a collection point 
where people can bring sup­ 
plies and teachers can get ma­ 
terials for their classes. 
Children at the center don’t 
lack for store-bought materials, 
but they’re also encouraged to 
use what’s on hand. 
In the “Newspaper Room,” 
for example, children make 
s c u l p t u r e s from discarded 
newsprint. In another room 
they make dolls from empty 
pop bottles. 
A new class in toy making is 
being taught this summer and 
the children are learning to

Some of the toys aren’t avail­ 
able in the stores. The ‘Crea­ 
ture Cage,” for example, is 
constructed from the bottom 
halves of two paper cups and 
some wire mesh. First children 
muke the cages, then go out­ 
side and catch the most inter­ 
esting part—a bug or worm of 
some kind. 
Classes in drama and film- 
making are also offered at the 
center, and even those as 
young as five years-old are 
being introduced to the mys­ 
teries of the darkroom. 
Tuition for courses at the 
center is minimal and covers 
the cost of all materials. Schol­ 
arships are provided for chil­ 
dren whose parents cannot af­ 
ford to pay. 
“We ask teachers to recom­ 
mend students' to us,” Mrs. 
Ward said, “and sometimes we 
get children from the neighbor­ 
hood who are curious about 
what’s going on here.” 
Earlier this year the center 
received a $12,500 matching 
grant from the expansion arts 
program of the National En­ 
dowment For The Arts to set 
up 
special education pro­ 
gram. 
The Orphan Society of Lex­ 
ington donated a spacious Vic­ 
torian house known as Parker 
Place. 
Special education classes are 
aimed at culturally deprived 
children, retarded children, and 
those with minimal brain dam­ 
age or emotional disturbance. 
Special Education Director 
Mrs. Sheila Dubin said the chil­ 
dren in the special education 
classes are ‘responding fan­ 
tastically.” She said “We will 
be able to go much further with 
them than I had originally an­ 
ticipated.” 
Parker Place ateo houses the 
Lexington Children’s Theater— 
which now has its first per­ 
manent home in 34 years. Sets, 
costumes and props that had 
been stored all over the city 
were moved into the new facil­ 
ity when it was opened earlier 
this year. 
Parker Place also houses the 
center’s science collection of 
some 300 dry-box units of 
mounted nature specimens.

Who Wore His Bracelet 2 Years

SOUTH BEND, Ind. (AP)—

Woods, held prisoner 614 years 
in North Vietnam, didn’t forget 
how to deliver the right line to 
a girl. 
Woods, one of the first POWs 
to be released in March, found 
hundreds of letters for him 
when he arrived at Great 
Lakes, 111., Naval Hospital. He 
picked a welcome home note 
from a South Bend woman who 
had worn his POW bracelet for 
two years and called her. 
Later, laughed Sheryn Huck- 
ins. Woods said he singled her 
out because “your name looked 
interesting.” 
“It’s a joke between us now. 
I told him he didn’t forget how 
to come across with the right 
line,” she said. 
Woods, 36, Adrian, Mo., who 
was shot down over North Viet­ 
nam in October 1966, and Miss 
Huckins', 32, will be married 
July 10 at Kansas City, Mo. 
“I had no idea just by wear­ 
ing his bracelet who he was or 
how old he was or anything 
about him,” the bride-to-be 
sid. “Then I found out he was 
36 and single and I was single 
and I became interested.” 
Miss Huckins, Who runs a 
children’s dancing studio here, 
said she was a little anxious 
when Woods called back three 
days later and asked her to a 
party at the Great Lakes offi­ 
cers dub before the two had 
ever met. 
“After all, he didn’t have a 
date for 6U¿ years,” she ex­ 
plained, “but he was perfectly 


delightful and as much as I 
would want anyone to be a per­ 
fect gentleman.” 
From that night of dining and 
dancing until 3 a .m., the ro­ 
mance grew through trips to a 
family homecoming for Woods, 
a White House POW party, an­ 
other POW gala in Dallas, 
Tex., and a two-week right- 
seeing trip to Mexico. 
The Mexico journey, Miss 
Huckins said, was when the 
couple agreed their relationship 
had blossomed into something 
serious?, although she confided, 
“I had an idea after the first 
date.” 
Referring to the July 10 wed­ 
ding date, the 5-foot-2, 110- 
pound brunette said, “It’s kind 
of quick, but I don’t want him 
to go back to the Navy without 
me,” 
The couple plans a two-week 
honeymoon in Florida before 
moving to Kingsville, Tex., 
where Woods will undergo a re­ 
training program. He will con­ 
tinue his career at Monterey, 
Calif. 
“We plan to have a family 
right away,” said Miss Huck 
ins. “He feels like a lot of 
years of his life have gone by.
